Yes, that is the talk going around town 
about the newly organized Little 
League composed of youngsters be¬ 
tween the ages of 8-12. 

Little League is new in the Berk- 
shires, but not so in the other part of 
the State for it has been highly success¬ 
ful for years in and around Springfield. 

However, the spirit shown here in 
setting up the Little League is beyond 
description and praise. All the civic- 
minded citizens of North Adams, 
including merchants, industrialists, and 
business, men have linked together, 
their time, money, and equipment to 
make this the success that it is today. 

The originators of this particular 
trial entry are John Del Negro, John 
McConnell and Bernard “Bucky" 
Bullett, all prominent athletic-minded 
citizens. The Board of Directors is 
too numerous to list at this time but 
you may be assured they are all well- 
qualified for the job. Chairman of : 
the Board is Police Captain Francis 
Anderson. 


The Little League is a miniature 
| replica of the modern Major Leagues. 
Naturally, the field is smaller in 
dimensions and area and is entirely 
I enclosed. 

The site for opening day here in 
North Adams was Noel Field and the 
flag raising ceremony took place before 
some 1500 interested spectators. 

All games for the regular season are 
being played at Kemps' Park at the 
I East end of the city, and so far the 
attendance figure has been a tribute 
| to the eltorts expended by everyone. 

As stated before, the field is en¬ 
closed with a snow fence that com¬ 
pletely encompasses the field. The 
approximate measurements are: to the 
left field fence—175 ft., to center 
field—-185, and to right field—175. 
(These are not official figures.) The 
game is played according to special 
National Little League Baseball Rules. 
One of the rules that varies from the 
high school, colleges, or professionals, 
is that each lad when he is at the plate 
must wear a protective helmet. The 


boys do not wear spikes but sneaks. 
A player cannot leave a base until the 
pitcher has delivered the ball, and must 
be in complete uniform and in the 
right age bracket. 

Through the generosity of North 
Adams merchants, an amplifying sys¬ 
tem has been installed that enables the 
spectators to know who is at. bat, his 
age, position on the team, and any 
other highlight of the league. A score 
board has been erected in the right 
field corner that carries the score and 
the count on the batter. One estab¬ 
lishment has promised to clean all of 
the uniforms of one team. Another 
local business man has donated his 
bus for free transportation to the park 
for all Little League players m uni¬ 
form. Many more fine gestures will 
be forthcoming, no doubt. 

More information and league data 
will be issued in a later edition and may 
we add that if anyone can contribute 
some interesting facts pertaining to 
this subject, it will be greatly apprec¬ 
iated.
